2 Ohio Teens Found Guilty of Rape 


After attack of girl, 16, 
football players face at 
least a year in prison 


Steubenville, Ohio 

Two members of Steubenville’s cel- 
ebrated high school football team 
were found guilty Sunday of raping a 
drunken 16 -year-old girl, and Ohio’s 
attorney general warned that the case 
isn’t over, saying he is investigating 
whether coaches, parents and other 
students broke the law, too. 

Trent Mays, 17, and Ma’Lik Rich- 
mond, 16, were sentenced to at least 
a year in juvenile prison in a case that 
has rocked this Rust Belt city of 18,000 
and led to allegations of a cover-up to 
protect the Steubenville High team, 
which has won nine state champion- 
ships. Mays was ordered to serve an 
additional year for photographing the 
underage girl naked. 

They can be held until they turn 21. 

The two broke down in tears after 
a Juvenile Court judge delivered his 
verdict. They later apologized to the 
victim and the community, Richmond 
struggling to speak through his sobs. 

“My life is over,” he said. 

Mays and Richmond were charged 
with penetrating the West Virginia 
girl with their fingers, first in the back 
seat of a moving car after a mostly 
underage drinking party on Aug. 11, 
and then in the basement of a house.

Recording the Attack 

The rape of the 16-year-old girl, which happened after a 
party last summer, shocked many in Steubenville, Ohio, 
because of the seeming callousness with which other 
students used their cellphones to record the attack and 
gossiped about it online. In fact, the case came to light via 
a barrage of morning-after texts, social media posts and 
online photos and video. “Many of the things we learned 
during this trial that our children were saying and doing 
were profane, were ugly," Judge Thomas Lipps said, (ap) 


What’s Ahead 

Immediately after the verdict, Ohio 
Attorney General Mike DeWine said he 
will convene a grand jury next month 
to investigate whether anyone else 
should be charged. Noting that 16 peo- 
ple refused to talk, many of them un- 
derage, DeWine said possible offenses 
to be investigated include failure to re- 
port a crime. (AP) 


“They treated her like a toy,” pros- 
ecutor Marianne Hemmeter said. 

Prosecutors argued that the victim 
was so intoxicated she couldn’t con- 
sent to sex that night, while the defense 
contended the girl realized what she 
was doing and was known to lie. 

The girl testified she could not 
recall what happened but woke up 
naked in a strange house after drink- 
ing at a party. 

“It was really scary,” she said, add- 
ing that she believed she was assault- 
ed when she later read text messag- 
es among friends and saw a photo of 
herself naked, along with a video that 
made fun of her and the alleged attack. 

In sentencing the boys. Judge 
Thomas Lipps urged parents and oth- 
ers “to have discussions about how you 
talk to your friends, how you record 
things on the social media so preva- 
lent today and how you conduct your- 
self when drinking is put upon you by 
your friends.”

Supreme Court to Take On Ariz. Voting Law 


Washington 

The Supreme Court will strug- 
gle this week with the validity of 
an Arizona law that tries to keep 
illegal immigrants from voting by 
demanding all state residents show 
documents proving their U.S. citi- 
zenship before registering to vote 
in national elections. 

The high court will hear argu- 
ments Monday over the legality of 
Arizona’s voter-approved require- 
ment that prospective voters docu- 


ment their U.S. citizenship in order 
to use a registration form produced 
under the federal “Motor Voter” 
voter registration law that doesn’t 
require such documentation. 

The Obama administration is 
supporting challengers to the law. 

If Arizona can add citizenship 
requirements, then “each state 
could impose all manner of its 
own supplemental requirements,” 
Solicitor General Donald B. Verril- 
li Jr. said in court papers.

Broad Implications 

Monday's case focuses on voter 
registration in Arizona, which has 
tangled frequently with the federal 
government over immigration is- 
sues involving the Mexican border. 
But it has broader implications be- 
cause four other states— Alabama, 
Georgia, Kansas and Tennessee 
— have similar requirements, and 
12 other states are contemplating 
similar legislation, officials say. (ap)

College Mourns Coach 



Crash killed pregnant 
woman bus driver 
en route to game 

Greensburg, Pa. 

A small Catholic college outside 
Pittsburgh mourned the loss of a 
women’s lacrosse coach who died 
along with her unborn child when 
the team’s bus crashed on the way to 
a game, remembering her as warm, 
outgoing and a natural leader. 

Team members and fans at a 
Seton Hill University baseball game 
observed a minute of silence Sunday 
for victims of the crash. Mourners 
visited a tribute in front of a lacrosse 
net with signs that read “In memo- 
riam — Kristina Quigley — Forev- 
er a Griffin.” 

Players and coaches from Seton 
Hill were among 23 people aboard 
when the bus crashed into a tree 
Saturday morning on the Penn- 
sylvania Turnpike outside Har- 
risburg. The team was headed to 
an afternoon game at Millersville 
University, about 50 miles from 
the crash site in central Pennsyl- 
vania. Police couldn’t immediate- 


ly say what had caused the crash 
and are still investigating. 

The bus operator, Mlaker Char- 
ter & Tours of Davidsville, Pa., 
is up-to-date on its inspections, 
which include bus and driver safe- 
ty checks, said Jennifer Kocher, a 
spokeswoman for the state Public 
Utility Commission, which regu- 
lates bus companies. 

Head coach Quigley, 30, of 
Greensburg, died of her injuries 
at a hospital, Cumberland Coun- 
ty authorities said. Quigley was 
about six months pregnant, and 


her unborn son didn’t survive. 
The bus driver, Anthony Guaetta, 
61, of Johnstown, died at the scene. 

Two victims flown to Penn State 
Hershey Medical Center remained 
there Sunday. A woman injured in 
the crash was discharged Sunday 
afternoon from another hospital. 
Almost all the rest were treated 
and released. 

Saturday’s game and a Sunday 
home game were canceled, and a 
memorial Mass was planned for 
Sunday night on the Seton Hill

ibama’s Mission 

President Barack Obama arrives in Jerusalem 
on Wednesday for his first trip to Israel as presi- 
dent. His first priority will be resetting his oft- 
troubled relationship with now-weakened Israeli 
I Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu. Obama 
also will look to boost his appeal to a skeptical 
Israeli public, as well as to frustrated Palestinians. 
“This is not about accomplishing anything now," 
said Aaron David Miller of the Woodrow Wilson Inter- 
national Center. “This is what I call a down payment trip." (ap) 


President’s first trip 
to country comes as 
PM re-forms coalition 

Washington 

When President Barack Obama 
steps into the Middle East’s polit- 
ical cauldron this week, he won’t 
be seeking any grand resolution 
with Israeli Prime Minister Benja- 
min Netanyahu to solve the region’s 
vexing problems. 

His goal will be trying to keep 
the troubles, from Iran’s suspect- 
ed pursuit of a nuclear weapon to 
the bitter discord between Israe- 
lis and Palestinians, from boiling 
over on his watch. 

For much of Obama’s first term. 
White House officials saw little 


reason for him to go to the region 
without a realistic chance for a 
peace accord between the Israe- 
lis and Palestinians. But with the 
president’s one attempt at a U.S.- 
brokered deal thwarted in his first 
term and the two sides even more 
at odds, the White House has shift- 


ed thinking. 

Officials now see the lowered 
expectations as a chance to cre- 
ate space for frank conversations 
between Obama and both sides 
about what it will take to get back 
to the negotiating table. 

The president’s trip comes at a 


time of political change for Israel. 

Netanyahu’s power was dimin- 
ished in January elections, and he 
struggled to form a government. 
He finally reached a deal Friday 
with rival parties, creating a coali- 
tion that brings the centrist Yesh 
Add and pro-settler Jewish Home 
parties into the government and 
excludes the ultra-Orthodox Jew- 
ish parties for the first time in a 
decade. 

The coalition will be sworn in 
Monday, two days before Obama’s 
arrival. 

Traveling to the West Bank, 
Obama will meet with Palestin- 
ian Authority President Mahmoud 
Abbas and Prime Minister Salam 
Fayyad in Ramallah. Obama will 
also make a 24-hour stop in Jordan, 
an important U.S. ally, julie pace (ap)

The killings in 
Samanod came a week after officials 
encouraged civilians to arrest Lawbreak- 
ers and hand them over to police, and 
they signal a security breakdown of 
frightening proportions, (ap) 


Beirut 

Syria’s main opposition group is 
launching its most serious attempt 
yet to form a rival government to 
President Bashar Assad’s regime, 
convening in Turkey on Monday 
to choose an interim prime min- 
ister for areas the rebels control. 

Twelve candidates are running, 
including economists, businessmen 
and a former Syrian Cabinet min- 
ister. A vote is expected by Tues- 
day, a coalition spokesman said. 

Some warn setting up such a 
government could close the door to 
negotiating an end to Syria’s civil 
war and instead harden the battle 
lines even more. Another obsta- 
cle is asserting the authority of a 
government picked by the largely 
exile-based opposition, especially 


Backstory 

The deadlocked Syrian civil 
war, which has claimed 70,000 lives 
and displaced about 4 million peo- 
ple, entered its third year this week- 
end.

It’s not even spring yet, but tick- 
ets for big summer concerts are 
going fast. 

Beyonce and Taylor Swift have 
already sold out most of their sum- 
mer tour dates. That means that 
fans who haven’t snapped up tick- 
ets will have to pay higher prices. 

The best way to score a tick- 
et at its face value is to buy them 
when they are first released, 
which for most venues will be on 
Ticketmaster.com. If those tickets 
are sold out, you’ll have to buy them 
from resellers, commonly called the 
“secondary market.” Websites such 
as Stubhub.com and Ebay.com let 
ticket holders sell unwanted tickets. 

But buying from the secondary 
market often means paying more. 
There are some ways to save a few 
dollars, even if the show you want 
is expected to sell out: 

Get First Dibs 

If the concert you want to see still 
hasn’t begun selling tickets yet, 
check if there’s a presale happen- 
ing. Artists will promote a date 
when tickets go on sale, but most 
artists begin selling tickets a cou- 
ple of days before the official date. 
The presales are usually for peo- 
ple who use certain credit cards. 
The credit card type depends on 
the artist. Sometimes the presale 
will let American Express card 
holders buy tickets early; other 
times it will be Citi credit cards 
or MasterCard. 

Try Lesser-Known 
Venues 

Consider hopping on a train or driv- 
ing farther out of town to save some 
money. Tickets at marquee venues 
are generally higher than other 
venues in the area, says Will Fla- 
herty, director of communications at 
Seatgeek.com, a website that finds 


Wait It Out 

If you miss out on buying tickets 
when they’re first released, be pa- 
tient and wait to buy tickets from 
the secondary market until it’s 
closer to the concert date. About 
48 hours before the concert, sell- 
ers start cutting prices to get rid of 
the tickets, says Alison Salcedo, a 
spokesperson at Stubhub.com. (ap) 


tickets for sale on the secondary 
market. In New York, for example, 
tickets at Madison Square Garden 
can be slightly higher than tickets 
for the Prudential Center in New- 
ark, N.J., which is just a 15-minute 
train ride away. Some acts will play 
multiple arenas in the same area. 

Blocked Views 

More artists are selling tickets 
behind the stage to make as much 
money as possible in each venue, 
says Villanova University econ- 
omist David Fiorenza, who also 
advises musicians on their tours. 
Those tickets are often much cheap- 
er than others because it’s harder 
to see the singer or band. 

Fiorenza says that he took his 
daughter to a Lady Gaga concert 


two years ago and bought tickets 
behind the stage. They still were 
able see the singer and he saved 
about $100. “There were video 
screens in back of the stage,” Fio- 
renza says. 

Where to Buy 

If the event you want to go to is sold 
out, your best bet is Stubhub.com 
or Ebay.com. Both websites have 
buyer protections that refund your 
money if the tickets turn out to be 
fake. The websites also allow you 
to buy electronic tickets. Another 
option is Seatgeek.com. The web- 
site searches for the cheapest tick- 
ets on the secondary market from 
sites including StubHub and eBay. 
SeatGeek says all the sites it links 
to offer buyer protections. 

Check the Box Office 

Get off the computer and call the 
venue. Fiorenza says that more tick- 
ets are often released days before 
the concert, so call the venue where 
the concert is taking place to see 
whether they have more tickets. 

It’s also possible that artists will 
add another show. Flaherty recom- 
mends following venues and the 
artists on social media to catch any 
announcements.

Metro Pitches Silver Line 



Riders get a glimpse 
at the stations set to 
open Later this year 

Transit 

For more than a decade, planners 
and politicians have talked about 
Metro’s new Silver Line and all the 
possibilities it might bring. 

Now, with the first phase of the 
nearly $6 billion rail line sched- 
uled to open in just nine months, 
Metro officials are making per- 
haps their toughest sales pitch: 
to riders. 

Last week, about 400 people 
attended three open houses across 
the region to hear how the sixth 
line in the transit system will oper- 
ate with existing lines and to give 
Metro feedback. 

“Most riders are going to do the 
same thing they’ve always done 
in their commute, but it’s a big 
change to have a new line open,” 
said Jim Hughes, who’s leading the 
operations plans for the new Sil- 
ver Line. “It’s new and different.” 

At an open house Saturday, rid- 
ers strolled through a conference 
room at the Sheraton Crystal City 
to look at Metro maps and posters 
featuring estimated travel times. 
The Silver Line will include five 
stations and 11 miles of new rail 
from East Falls Church in Arling- 
ton to Wiehle Avenue in Reston, Va. 

It is expected to open to cus- 
tomers by the end of the year and 
add 17,000 new riders to the sys- 
tem on an average weekday. 

“It will be a nice option, but it 
also could possibly be more chaos 
as people get used to it,” Krystal 
Ramirez, 24, of Rosslyn said as she 
studied a map showing how the 
line will go through Tysons Corner. 


The Silver Line is 
expected to add 
17,000 new riders 
to the system 
on an average 
weekday. 


At the recent open house 
forums, some riders have said 
they’re concerned about the lack of 
parking at the Tysons Corner sta- 
tions where planners want to cre- 
ate more of a walkable downtown 
area around the subway. 

Some of the roughly 8,000 rid- 
ers who commute between the 
southern portion of the Blue Line 
in Northern Virginia and points 
west are worried that the new line 
leaves them fewer Blue Line trains. 

With the Silver Line, that means 
more trains have to use the Rosslyn 


tunnel to cross the Potomac River. 

But the tunnel is already at its 
capacity of 26 trains an hour, so 
some trains that now run on the 
Blue Line will have to switch over 
to the Yellow Line to make way for 
Silver Line trains. 

The number of Blue Line trains 
affects riders such as Melissa Nas- 
rah, 39, of Crystal City. 

She rides daily to her job as a 
lawyer at the Treasury Department, 
getting off at McPherson Square. 
Since Metro introduced its Rush 
Plus service this summer, where 
it has fewer Blue Line trains, she 
said her wait in the evenings can 
be 15 minutes — longer than the 
14-minute train ride. 

“I know this is the long-promised 
line that’s now coming,” she said 
of the Silver Line. “But it feels like 
the Blue Line is taking a lot of hits.”

The proposal comes after years 
of turmoil in Maryland’s second-
